The application of the City of Placer- 
ville for a PWA grant to assist in the 
improvement of the city sewerage sys- 
tem and the installation of a sewerage 
disposal plant has been approved at 
Washington in the amount of $34,765. 

This is according ,to word received 
Tuesday morning by Postmaster Jo- 
sep Scherrer in a telegram from United 
States Senator William Gibbs McAdoo. 

The allocation, according to City At- 
torney Thomas Maul, is for forty-five 
per cent of the total cost of the pro- 
ject. 

Mr. Maul, advised of the telegram re- | 
ceived by Postmaster Scherrer, said | 
that it is probable work will be sas eh 
on the project this fall. 

He said he presumes that the grant | 
will be subject to some regulations by 
the PWA and is not familiar at this 
time with what they might be.

PUEBLO, Colo. ‘(U)—Ticket-fixing 
was designated as “Public Enemy No. 
1” of highway safety at a meeting here 
of the newly organized Colorado Safety 
Council. 

The meeting, attended by police of- 
ficers, justices of the peace, and other 
law enforcement agents, united on the 
following program: 

Traffic violation fines must be in- 
creased to the limit of reason, so as 
to provide adequate punishment for 
the menace of reckless driving, with- 
out persecuting drivers or tying traffic ! 
cases in unnecessary legal red tape. | 

Fines, once assessed, must be collected | 
in full. 

Officers must insist on tickets being 
issued when a violation occurs. 

Such tickets must be accepted as any 
other summons for trial, and must not 
be “fixed,” torn up, checked off, or 
otherwise disregarded. 

There must be no compromise with 
reality in the battle to make the state 
highways safer. Every violation must 
be regarded as a menace to humanity, 
and must be punished as such without 
regard to the identity of the violator.

There is no easier tart to 
make and no finer one than that 
filled with plain sliced bananas 
and topped with whipped cream or 
vanilla ice cream, not too firmly 
frozen. For the flat rounds, jam, 
an unusual jelly or cooked fresh 
fruit make the most satisfactory 
filing. For a topping or garnish 
use whipped cream or a fruit glaze, 
nut halves or maraschino cherries. 


TART PASTRY 

2 cups flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

1, cup salad oil 

4 tablespoons ice water
